Ardmore, Okla., September 27.—At 
Jeast two score dead, 200 persons injured 
and property damage of approximately 
$500,000 tonight were considered con- 
servative estimates of the havoc 
wrought here today by the explosion 
of a car of gasoline in the Santa Fe 
railroad yards. Thirty-one bodies had 
been taken from the ruins of wrecked 
buildings before midnight. At that 
hour a large part of the wreckage was 
still unexplored. Of the known dead 
nineteen were white persons. 

Burning Ol Scattered. 

The force of the explosion wrecked 
mh dozen or more buildings in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the railroad yards 
and scattered burning oil over the busi- 
ness district, starting fires which for a 
time threatened to sweep through the 
city. The fires were brought under 
control early tonight. 

The cause of the explosion has not 
been determined. Several men were 
at work on the car repairing a leak 
at the time and one theory advanced 
was that a spark from a hammer ignit- 
ed the escaping gas fumes. The bodies 
of the workmen were torn to frag- 
ments. 

The city was placed under martial 
law tonight and a systematic search of 
the wrecked building begun. In their 
first exploration of the ruins rescue 
parties removed the bodies of fifteen 
persons, several charred beyond recog- 
nition and others so badly mangled as 
to make identification difficult. 

The Buildings Destroyed. 

The buildings destroyed include the 
Union passenger and freight stations, 
used jointly by several railroads; the 
Whittington hotel, Madden & Co.’s de- 
partment store, Pennington Wholesale 
Grocery company, Swift & Co., and De-

practically every pane of glass in the 
city was shattered. 

All of the guests of the Whittington 
hotel are believed to have escaped 
without serious injury. Scores of 
young women were employed by Mad- 
den & Qo., and: at a late hour tonight 
some still were unaccounted for.

Assembly at Extra Session 
Will Be Asked, It Is 
Stated, to Submit Prohibi- 
tion to People. 


Reliable information is te the effect 
that an arrangement has practically 
been perfected whereby whatever 
prohibition bill may be passed at the 
extraordinary session of the legisla- 
ture will be so drawn as not to affect 
the state’s revenue for the year 1916. 
The bill ‘will be made to become ef- 
fective January 1, 1917. 

The passage of a bill eliminating the 
traffic in near beer, thereby removing 
the state tax on the beverage, will take 
away from the state an annual reve- 
nue of $225,000, which. with the pres- 
ent deficit of $170,000 or more to be met 
this year and next, would put upon the 
state a financial burden it would be 
difficult to meet. 

Just how this condition is going to 
be improved in 1917 is not indicated,

The city’s electric light service was 
cut off early tonight because of the 
danger from wires torn from their 
fastenings by the explosion and with 
rescue parties making their way 
through the wreckage by the light of 
pine torches and lanters the ruins of 
the business district presented a weird 
spectacle.

The first news of the disaster was 
sent out by C. S. Neil, a Santa Fe rail- 
road telegraph operator, who, although 
suffering from a fractured leg and 
wrenched back, pieced together a 
broken wire and sent out a call for 
aid.

BRITISH SHIP LOST, 
GERMANS DECLARE. 


Berlin, Séptember 27.—(By Wireless 
to Tuckerton, N. J.)—One British war- 
Ship was sunk and two others were 
damaged in the attack by a British 
squadron on German batteries along 
the Belgian coast, especially at Zee- 
brugge, simultaneously with the 
launching of the allied new offensive 
movement on land,-according to the 
German official statement of Septem- 
ber 26. After these losses the British 
ships withdrew. 

The official statement enumerates 
the capture of more than 5,000 French 
and British prisoners and a number of 
machine guns in the land fighting at 
Various points along the front.

“British ships attacked the German 
coast batteries, espe¢ially at Zeebrugge.

“On the Ypres front the enemy suf- 
fered heavy losses and attained no ad- 
vantage. Two British officers and 100 
men were captured and six machine 
guns were taken. 

“The Germans voluntarily evacuated 
the ruins of the former rillage of’ Sou- 
chez, Here 1,200 men were taken 
prisoners, including one English bri- 
gade commander and several officers 
and ten machine guns were captured. 

“North of Mourmelon Le Grand and 
close to the western Argonne .. . 
more than 3,750 French, of whom 39 
were officers, were taken prisoner.”

Petrograd, September 27.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The German aggressive in the 
east has become noticeably weaker the 
last few days. With the increasing 
extent of their penetration of Russian 
territory, the impetuous strides with 
which the Germans for a time made 
fast headway have been graduully 
At the same time the 
Russian opposition, with the repienish- 
ment of the army’s military supplies, 
is growing more stubborn. 

Bayonet attacks are being fought ap- 
parently with all the confidence 
vigor that carried the Russian arms 
last winter to the crests of the Car- 
pathians. 

The efforts to trap the Russians re- 
treating from Vilna failed, as did simi- 
lar_efforts last summer after the tak- 
ing of Warsaw. Assaults on Dvinsk 
have been checked by the brilliant de- 
fense of Geenral Ruzsky, and the opera- 
tions here have come to a temporary 
standstill, due to the exhaustion of 
both combatants. 

“Somewhat Quieter.” 

“Somewhat quieter,” is the comment 
of the Russian general staff on the 
situation around Dvinsk, but it is point- 
ed out that this is not intended to 
minimize the importance of these op- 
erations. The calm does not mean 
their complete stoppage. “S“erman at- 
continue. During the last few 
days the Germans’ greatest efforts have 
been made in the vicinity of Lake 
Drisitiata, south of Dvinsk, where Gen- 
eral Kuzsky threw them back. 

The Russian staff nas information 
that the Germans have undertaken a 
new grouping of their forces for an 
extensive flanking operation from the 
direction of Novogrodek. This region 
is comparatively unencumbered with 
marshes and forests, and offers a favor- 
able terrain for such maneuvers. 

East of Vilna stubborn battles are 
raging in the region of Vileika, where 
the Germans have advanced northward 
of Vileika to the eastward of the rail- 
way running from Molocecnno to 
Vileika and VPolotsk.

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New York, September 27.—The fast 
New York Central train, which left 
here today for Chicago with four mem- 
bers of the Anglo-French financial 
commission aboard, was inspected and 
policed as never before when it rolled 
out of the Grand Central station. The 
commissioners were bound for Chicago 
to confer with western bankers over 
the tentative terms of the proposed 
half billion dollar credit.loan to Great 


Sritain and France. 
| During their stay here members of 
+ the commission have received threaten- 
‘ing letters, and the police have taken 
|unusual precautions. Twenty detect- 
ives and plainclothesmen were scat- 
'tered through the lobbies of the hotel 
where the commission has been stay- 
jing as the time for their departure 
|'approached today. Another squad 
‘awaited them at the station, and still 
‘others were stationed at intervals 
‘along the short route the commission- 
lers took to the train. 

Train Under Surveillance. 

The train itself was under surveil- 
lance. After it was made up railroad 
detectives went over the train careful- 
ly, even examining the trucks and 
bearings to make sure no dangerous 
missile had been secreted anywhere. 
No one, except detectives and the crew, 
was permitted to go near the train till 
it was ready for passengers. 

All passengers were scrutinized, 
When the train departed railroad de- 
tectives were said to be aboard. 

Lord Reading, chairman of the com- 
mission, heads the party, which expects 
to remain in Chicago several days, re- 
turning the latter part of this week. 
Basil B. Blackett, secretary of the 
commission, and two other members 
accompanied Lord Reading. 

According to one prominent banker 
identified with the negotiations, adop- 
tion of the tentative program by the 
bankers of the west and middle west 
assures its final adoption in its present 
State. With all parties acquiescing, 
ratification of the agreement will be 
sought from the British and French 
governments. Meantime virtually all 
the bankers of the country would be 
asked to participate in floating the 
loan, a syndicate of prominent finan- 
ciers conducting in their behalf the 
negotiations with the commission. 

To Meet Western Bankers. 

The present tentative agreement, it 
was said, is to be placed before the 
western bankers whom the c@émmission 
expects to meet in Chicago and the 
bankers will be asked for their views. 
If these views are not radically dif- 
ferent from those of the commission's 
eastern associates, there may be fur- 
ther slight modification of the plans 
to bring all views into accord and a 
reference again to eastern bankers be- 
fore the agreement is finally adopted. 
It was believed that eastern and west- 
ern bankers are in substantial accord 
as to the details now under considera- 
tion. 

Chicago will not be the only city 
represented in the conference which 
will be held during the next few days. 
St. Paul, St. Louis, possibly Denver, 
and other western and middle western 
cities, it is expected, will send their 
bankers to Chicago to confer with the 
commission. 

In its present shape the plan for the 
loan contemplates a credit of approxi- 
mately $500,000,000 to be granted on 
joint Anglo-French 5 per cent govern- 
ment notes which will be convertible 
upon maturity and at the holders’ op- 
tion, into similar bonds running fifteen 
or twenty years, and bearing 4% per

For Murder in Galicia 
Ruthenian Surrenders 
To the U. S. Authorities 


New York, September 27.—Mieroslap 
Sjczynski, a Ruthenian fugitive from 
justice, who assassinated Count An- 
dreas Potocki, governor of Galicia, in 
1908, and escaped from prison after 
his conviction, surrendered himself to- 
day to F. Cc. Howe, immigration com- 
missioner at Ellis island. Sjczynski 
has been in the United States several 
months. Until today his identity was 
not suspected. : 

Sjczynski requested an adjudication 
of his status in this country that he 
might apply for citizenship. His case 
was adjourned and he was paroled in 
custody of his counsel. 

The shooting of Count Potocki is 
said to have grown out of political 
strife between the Polish aristocracy 
and the Ruthenian peasantry. Sjczyn- 
ski, a student, killed the count while 
the governor -was granting an audi- 
ence to Ruthenian students. The as- 
sassin did not resist arrest. Sjczynski’s 
brother, who had been informed of the 
plan to kill the governor, committed 
suicide a short time before the mur- 
der. 

The assassination caused a sensa- 
tion. Many Ruthenians were arrested, 
but no one besides Sjczynski was im- 
plicated. 

After two trials Sjczynski was con- 
demned to death, but Emperor Francis 
Joseph commuted the sentence to twen- 
ty years’ imprisonment. In November, 
1911, Sjczynski escaped from prison 
and made his way to Sweden. At the 
outbreak of the present war he went 
to Austria as a correspondent for a 
Norwegian paper, but his identity was 
not discovered. Eight months ago he 
came to America.

STOP THE MEXICAN RAIDS. 


The United States government has tem- 
porized long enough with the Mexican outlaw 
bandit raiders on the Texas border. The 
government has placed there a _ military 
guard to watch out for and prevent, where 
possible, further depredations. 

But up to date we have adopted no effect- 
ive preventive measures. We have done 
nothing to compel the cessation of these 
raids, or finally to stop the attempts, some- 
times successful, made by Mexican brigands 
upon the lives and property of American 
citizens. 

It is true the presence of the American 


\, troops has had the salutary effect of dimin- 
ishing the number of border raids and at-f} 


tacks made by the Mexican outlaws; but it 
has proven wholly inadequate to stop them, 
and the present situation is one in which 
the American have their 
hands more than full in trying to keep every 
point of attack covered. 

The present situation is that the United 
States are being invaded by bands of armed 
outlaws, and we are simply policing the 
invaded district without attempting speedy 
and final suppression.

invasion affects seriously 
only one state, but in principle it affects 
every state in the union. Texas came into 
the United States voluntarily when she might 
have achieved her own independence, and 
set herself up as an entirely independent 
country. She has been faithful, 
and loyal; we oWe it to her to 
protection absolute and complete. 

But what have we done? Her farms and 
ranches have been laid waste, her cattle 
stolen, her homes burned, her women as- 
saulted and her citizens murdered. All this 
Texas has suffered at the hands of these 
Mexican thugs, and we finally wake up after 
a long continued policy of “watchful wait- 
ing,”’ enough to send a few policemen to the 
border to warn the Mexicans to be careful 
when and where they commit their depre- 
dations. - 

No other first-class government on earth 
would have suffered what we have permitted 
Texas to suffer at the hands of these Mexi- 
can brigands. The very first border raid 
would have been one too many; the gov- 
ernment responsible for the conditions pro- 
moting such raids would have been called 
upon immediately to cause their cessation 
or submit to an invasion, which would have 
had the desired effect. 

It is our duty to stop these border raids 
and stop them at once, even if we have to 
invade Mexico to do it. If Mexico agrees 
to stop them, and does stop them by meting 
out punishment where it is due, well and 
good; but if she refuses or fails, it is essen- 
tial that we take matters into our own 
hands without further delay, and adopt such 
aggressive measures as will insure our free- 
dom from this sort of annoyance for many 
4 years to come. 

The truth of the matter is these Mexi- 
‘cans, who are outlaws by nature, have a 
deep-rooted contempt for the mild, repres- 
sive and conciliatory policies of the United 
States. , 

This country has never faced an occasion 
when it was more necessary than now to put 
to test the proverbial rule that it is neces- 
sary to “fight the devil with fire.” 

We may keep our police force on the 
border for a quarter of a century and still 
have to contend with occasional marauding 
bands that break through the lines bent on 
robbery, rapine and murder.

Howard Wants Probe 
Of Banks Charging 
Exorbitant Rates 


Congressman William Schley Howard, of 
the fifth congressional district, is preparing 
an interesting resolution that he will offer 
in the national house of representatives on 
the assembling of congress. 

“IT have read with unusual interest,” said 
he on yesterday, “what The Constitution 
has had to say with reference to the state- 
ment of Mr. Harding, of the federal reserve 
board, that there were some banks in this 
country charging the farmers from 50 to 
100 per cent interest on borrowed money. 

“Now this has put me not only to think- 
ing, but to acting,’ said the congressman, 
“and my first official act upon the reassem- 
bling of congress will be to get to the bot- 
tom of this situation, and mark my word 
for it, there will be some interesting bush- 
shaking on this subject when congress 
meets. 

“The very fact,” continued Congressman 
Hioward, “that so eminent authority as Mr. 
Harding, of the federal reserve board, charges 
openly that country banks not only in the 
south, but in the west, are charging exorbi- 
tant. interest rates, ranging from the legal 
rate to 100 per cent, is sufficient justifica- 
tion for congress to take hold of this matter 
and put its hand on the weak spot. Frank- 
ly, I would not have believed the statement 
if it had not come from a source whose au- 
tority cannot be questioned. It is an out- 
rage, and-the congressional committee will 
not only investigate it, but it will expose 
every bank engaged in this kind of business 
and will recommend legislation that will put 
an end to it for the future. 

‘T am engaged now in the preparation of 
this resolution, and you will hear something 
further from me on the subject the day con- 
gress meets.”

Advice of Farmers’ Union 


president of the Georgia

To the Agricultural Interests of Georgia: 
A year ago the Farmers’ union urged its 
members and farmers generally to grow their 
home supplies and reasonably decrease their 
cotton acreage. 

Months ago the Farmers’ union advised 
its members and farmers generally not to 
sell their cotton until the price reached not 
less than 12% cents per pound. 

The result of this advice, which has been 
almost universally followed, is that, while 
some distress cotton has been sold this fall 
at 8 and 9 cents a pound; and, while many 
excuses have been made by speculative in- 
for assuming that the price would 
remain low, cotton today has reached our 
minimum price, with the strong probability 
—even certainty—that it will continue to en- 
hance in value to the growers,. 

Now, then: The Farmers’ union desires 
another word with you on this great subject, 
which vitally affects the welfare of the state, 
and of the wholé south. 

Do not lose your heads over the prospects 
of a good price. When once your own mini- 
mum price has been reached, divide your 
cotton into two parts; set out the first part 
for the purpose of paying your pressing 
obligations, either by selling it at 12% cents 
per pound, or borrowing on that valuation a 
sufficient amount to take care of those cred

FOR GINS INVENTED BY ATLANTAN 


The first cotton gin 
uct, invented and put in operation near 
con, in Bibb county, by Eli Whitney. 

Now comes A. B. Little, an Atlanta man, 
with a new invention—an improved cotton 
baling press for gins that may revolutionize 
the cotton compress industry of this country. 

The new press is already in operation at 
295 Marietta street and consumes the lint 
cotton from two gins using a 25-h. p. motor 
for power. The press proper is operated 
by hydraulic pressure and is so simple and 
easy to operate that the inventor says it will 
mean a great saving in cost of preparing 
the cotton for market. 

This innovation means a short cut to mar- 
ket, in that by one operation the standard 
500-pound ‘bale is pressed to the same density 
at the gin as is now obtained by the 
press to which cotton is sent after 
through the average gin press.

The Little cotton-baling press ma 
bale 24 by 54 by 20, giving a density of 331-3 
pounds to the cubic foot, putting the fiber 
into a better condition for making yarn 
than any way of getting the density now on 
the market. The press is of simple design, 
strong and durable. 

Its slowness of speed in operation, though 
taking the cotton as fast as a battery of four 
gins can feed it, makes the press inexpensive 
to maintain.

“The bale pressed at the gin makes a 
package sufficiently small to be wrapped 
with cotton cloth at a trifling expense, there- 
by creating more demand for the cotton pro- 
duced. The bale pressed at the gin tnto the 
proper density and requirements enables the 
producer to house it as he does other 
products, 

Can Be Loaded in Car, 

“In the smaller size this bale can be 
loaded into a car in sufficient numbers at 
the station to the carrying capacity, thereby 
saving a cost of rehandling at the present 
compress points. This bale also requires less 
insurance. It contains nothing but cotton, 
the press being so constructed that only a 
fibrous product can be put in it.” 

As to the mechanism of the press, it is as 
simple as the average country gin. The gins 
are behind the press proper delivering tile 
cotton into a room above the press. There 
it is taken into bat-forming rollers operated 
to and fro twenty inches on a horizontal 
line laying out the cotton into bat-form upon 
a platen, this platen receding against a wa- 
ter pressure. 
as the pressure comes against it, taking its 
course into a tank above the press, which, 
when overflowing, returns to a tank on the 
press floor and is then used again. Two and 
one-half to three barrels of water is all 
that is required for a season's crop.

This road was 
built as far as Emporia; Kas., and then 
passed into the hands of the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas Railway company, 
Organized in 1870. ‘The new company 
absorbed other small railway compa- 
nies, extending its lines to Parsons, 
Kas.; Sedalia, Mo., and Kansas City. 
The ‘Missouri, Kansas and Texas was 
the first road to reach the Kansas- 
Oklahoma line. 

It then pushed construction through 
the Indian country to Denison, Texas. 
The Missouri, Kansas and Texas rail- 
way, of Texas, was built separately and 
connected up with the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas at Denison. The road 
had no St. Louis line and in 1880 the 
Missouri Pacific leased it. The lease 
continued a few years and the Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas, under the 
Gould management, acquired trackage 
rights into St. Louis. After the lease 
was dissolved the “Katy” built its own 
line into St. Louis.
